Cops drop charges after high-profile 'fiend' arrest

Embarrased cops collared a 
second alleged sex fiend on Mon- 
day — but were forced to drop 
the charges two days later after 
the victim who supposedly picked 
him out of a lineup recanted. 

It was a wild week forthe NYPD, 
which first trumpeted the arrest 
of Joshua Flecha, a bartender at 
the Heartland Brewery in Man- 
hattan, who was allegedly caught 
masturbating between parked cars 
on 17th Street near 10th Avenue 
in Windsor Terrace. 


The first victim? 

Woman says cops ignore link

A Carroll Gardens woman 
claims that she was the South 
Slope Sex Fiend’s first victim 
— but cops fumbled her case, 
allowing the creep to terror- 
ize other neighborhoods more 


than a year later. 

The 31-year-old victim told 
The Brooklyn Paper that she 
realized that she was an early 
victim after seeing a shocking 
video of the fiend’s first be- 
lieved attempted rape in March.

Cops then said that the 32-year- 
old Queens resident had been 
picked out of a lineup and con- 
nected to a May 7 incident where 
a man grabbed a woman’s breasts, 
exposed himself and masturbated 
in the entrance to the Seventh Av- 
enue F-train station. 

But the charge did hold up, and 
the masturbator got off, leaving 
the NYPD empty-handed amid 
growing local frustration of the 
pace of the investigation of what 
are now believed to be 20 gropings 
in and around the South Slope.

Occupy Brooklyn takes Grand Army Plaza

More than 100 people — including 
the borough’s top elected official in 
a quietly supportive role — ushered 
Brooklyn into the Occupy Wall Street 
movement with a three-hour rally for 
economic justice on Saturday in Grand 
Army Plaza. 

Dozens of cops were on hand, but 


the protest was entirely peaceful. 

There were signs, there were props 
and there were speeches — all urg- 
ing America to wake up to the nation’s 
growing economic disparity, the gov- 
ernment’s too-close connections with 
banks, and a tax structure that favors 
the wealthy. 

“Whyjoin Occupy Wall Street?” one 
speaker asked rhetorically. “Because 
income disparity in the United States 


is worse than Iran and India.” 

Nearby, a protester surrounded 
by police held a sign reading, “S — t 
is f — ked and I’m not LOL-ing any- 
more.” Another toted a huge “Occu- 
pus,” whose tentacles represented cor- 
porate America’s supposed hold on the 
political system.

Borough President Markowitz min- 
gled with the crowd — albeit also with 
the police — to offer qualified support 
for the larger point of the protesters, 
who were confined to the sidewalk j ust 


south of the fabled archway. 

“They have a message which I agree 
with in many ways,” he said. “The dis- 
parity in income growth in this country 
is not a positive thing for the future of 
America — and it’s a great concern.” 
Markowitz and the protesters echoed 
a growing body of evidence that the in- 
come gap is widening to historic lev-

A mom's nightmare 

Daughter saved from choking by hero salon worker

A heroic Park Slope nail 
salon manager saved the life 
of a choking 7-year-old girl, 
using the Heimlich Maneu- 
ver to dislodge the butter- 
scotch candy he had given 
her minutes earler.

bella Schlachet, who began 
choking on the complimen- 
tary candy while her mom 
got a nail touch-up. 

“Her lips were blue and her 
face was panicked,” said Isa- 
bella’s mom, Lisa Gorlitsky, 
the actress and shoe model. “I 


was keenly aware that time 
was running out.” 

Gorlitsky had tried to em- 
ploy the Heimlich Maneuver 
by grabbing Isabella from be- 
hind, then using her hands 
to thrust upward twice, just 
below her diaphragm. 

But the candy wouldn’t 
budge — and “30 seconds 
feels like forever when 
your child isn’t breathing,” 
she said. 

So she screamed for help, 
and Agudo, who was stand- 


ing at the counter, came run- 
ning. 

The salon manager had 
never learned the Heimlich 
— but intuition and maybe 
a bit of copycatting guided 
him: He wrapped his arms 
around the girl, balled up his 
fists — and with one strong, 
swift motion — pushed in and 
pulled upward, just above her 
bellybutton. 

“I thought, ‘Oh, my God,’ ” 
he said. “I had never learned

Ferry great news 

Ridership numbers better than predicted

The East River ferry is stay- 
ing afloat — thanks to Brook- 
lyn passengers. 

Ridership on the city’s water 
taxi has exceeded expectations, 
as 448,670 people have taken a 
trip on a New York Waterway 


boat on the East River since it 
set sail 17 weeks ago. 

That’s already 40,000 trips 
more than the company esti- 
mated for the entire year. Three- 
quarters of those trips are em- 
barking from Brooklyn piers. 

“It’s a mixture of out-of-town 
tourists and Manhattanites, but 


the overwhelming majority are 
Brooklynites using it to get to 
Manhattan and from Downtown 
Brooklyn to North Brooklyn,” 
said N ew York Waterway ’s Paul 
Goodman. 

The company launched its 
city-subsidized commuter ferry

What happened to Bushwick Inlet?

Williamsburg residents demanded 
that the city make good on its promise 
to build Bushwick Inlet Park, decry- 
ing Bloomberg officials who said this 
summer there was no funding and no 
timetable to acquire the needed prop- 
erties in the Kent Avenue site. 

“We have fought hard for public 
access to the waterfront — and it is 
important that the city follow through 
on its promises to Williamsburg and 


Greenpoint,” said Ward Dennis of 
Neighbors Allied for Good Growth. 
“We are seeing thousands of new 
housing units created annually, but 
the acreage that residents were prom- 
ised is much slower to come.” 

The “Where’s Our Park?” protest 
event, organized by a handful of North 
Brooklyn community groups, was 
timed to coincide with the city-spon- 
sored “It’s My Park Day” on Saturday, 
where more than 5,000 volunteers en-

‘Sixth’ sense 

Owner kills sports bar

Make that Unlucky Lou’s. 

The owner of the controversial would-be sports bar 
Lucky Lou’s has withdrawn his application for a full li- 
quor license for his Sixth Avenue establishment after pres- 
sure from neighbors who said the new bar would turn the 
quaint residential street into a drunken jock fest. 

“There was a lot of reluctance from the community — 
and I think he knew we wouldn’t grant [approval] said 
Mark Shames of Community Board 6, noting the residen- 
tially zoned strip isn’t suited for a sports bar crowd. 

Owner Luis Cordero initially sought to cater to foot- 
ball fans and sling hard liquor until 4 am, then changed 
his plan, saying he would serve “four-star food” and ca- 
ter to families. 

But dozens of neighbors on the Park Slope street — 
which has remained residential and quiet despite its po- 
sition between the neighborhood’s two bustling com- 
mercial spines — nevertheless stormed a CB6 hearing 
two weeks ago to protest. 

Residents questioned Cordero’s character and the ap- 
propriateness of the bar site — which is surrounded by 
a school; a library; several churches; and at least one 
other bar, the popular Park Slope Ale House. 

Cordero owns the building and is able to skirt resi- 
dental zoning restrictions because he is grandfathered in 
under its original commercial zoning — which applied 
to the now-closed Kohzee Cafe in the same space. 

He says he’ll apply for the easier-to-get beer and wine 
license, and just wants a “nice little cafe.” 

“These people made a big stink out of it . . . but I want 
to please the neighborhood and I don’t want them to be 
angry at me,” he said.

Parking woes 

Business owners say tix 
scare away customers

Merchants on Fifth Ave- 
nue are demanding the city 
increase the time shoppers 
are allowed to park along the 
strip, claiming the present 
one-hour limit doesn’t give 
clients enough time to go 
from store to store — and 
many times results in them 
getting expensive parking 
tickets. 

Joseph Loccisano, owner 
of Rocco’s Pizza between 
78th and 79th streets, has 
collected over 1,000 signa- 
tures in the past month from 
shoppers and business own- 
ers on Fifth Avenue who say 
that they want the city to ex- 
tend parking times to two 
hours so that shoppers can 
visit more than one business 
at a time — without getting 
ticketed. 

“There are people being

ticketed like crazy and it’s 
killing business,” said Loc- 
cisano. 

Fifth Avenue has about 
330 shops between 65th 
and 85th streets, with just 2 1 
vacancies. But retailers say 
the number of empty store- 
fronts could rise significantly 
if shoppers who drive to the 
area aren’t given more time 
to stroll the strip.

Hinsch’s, Bay Ridge’s leg- 
endary luncheonette and soda 
fountain, will reopen under 
new ownership in Novem- 
ber. 

Gerard Bell, an owner of 
Fifth Avenue restaurant Skin- 
flint’s, confirmed on Satur- 
day evening that he and two 
partners had reached a deal 
with landlord Anna Tesori- 
ero to reopen the legendary 
greasy spoon, known for its 
egg creams, homemade can- 
dies and throwback decor. 

“We’re shooting for Nov. 
1,” he said. “We’re in here 
now cleaning and j ust patch- 
ing up some holes and we’re 
ready to go.” 

Bell, a lifelong Ridgite, 
said he wanted to keep the 
shop from becoming another 
chain store — a common fate 
over the years. 

“We wanted to revive the 
place, said Bell. “It’s a part 
of Bay Ridge history.” 

The menu will feature 


a couple of new items, but 
the famous chocolates, milk 
shakes and egg creams will 
stay the same — as will 
Hinsch’s iconic signage and 
old-school interior. 

“Everything is staying. 
We’re just cleaning it up 
and making it look nice,” 
he said. 

The news broke on the 
Facebook page of Council- 
man Vince Gentile (D-Bay 


Ridge), and comes just two 
weeks after the 63-year-old 
family business was shut- 
tered on Sept. 29 when city 
health inspectors found the 
shop was a refuge for rats 
and roaches, and improp- 
erly refrigerated the food 
it served. 

Despite the timing, owner 
John Logue blamed the econ- 
omy for his decision to shut- 
ter Hinsch’s. 


“Our lease is expiring and 
we decided not to renew it,” 
said a note in the shop’s win- 
dow. “Current economic con- 
ditions, customers changing 
eating patterns, and our de- 
sire to retire early have led 
us to this decision. We thank 
all of our customers for your 
business and appreciate your 
support and loyalty. We will 
miss serving you.” 

After the closure, Tes- 
oriero said she would seek 
rent of more than $ 10,000 a 
month — up from the $7,500 
= a month that Logue was pay-

| Bell declined to com- 
T. ment on the specifics of the 
s lease, but did say that Tesor- 
o. iero cut him a deal because 
if she wanted Hinsch’s to stay 
open. 

Logue did not immedi- 
ately return a phone mes- 
sage seeking comment. 

The shop was a Bay Ridge 
fixture, but its clientele had 
not changed since Herman 
Hinsch opened the shop in 
1948, one of three in Bay 
Ridge, and business had 
been on the decline. 

Skinflint’s has its own syr- 
upy history — the Fifth Ave- 
nue restaurant between 79th 
and 80th streets known for its 
burgers used to be the Myer & 
Blohm ice cream parlor.

Tillie’s brewed awakening 

Coffeehouse for sale on Craigslist after 14 years

The beloved coffeehouse 
Tillie’s, which has caffein- 
ated Fort Greene for 14 years, 
has been put up for sale — 
alarming locals who don’t 
want the neighborhood in- 
stitution to change. 


“It’s a very busy business 
district; it needs to be treated 
that way,” said Loccisano. 

Fifth Avenue between 
65th and 95th streets has 255 
parking spaces, according to 
the city, and merchants say 
that inefficient rules cre- 
ate rampant double park- 
ing, despite the availability 
of an additional 205 spots 
in a city-owned parking ga- 
rage between 85th and 86th 
streets. 

“It doesn’t work,” said Jim 
Clark, president of the Fifth 
Avenue Business Improve- 
ment District, of the lot. “It 
fills up and it never allevi- 
ated the double parking like 
it was supposed to when it 
was built in 1970.” 

The Department of Trans- 
portation says it is studying 
how drivers use the spaces 
to figure out ways to make 
parking more readily avail- 
able. 

That could mean rais- 
ing the price of metered 
spots (as the city has done 
in Park Slope), changing 
loading zones, or even bar- 
ring non-commerical vehi- 
cles from parking during cer- 
tain times to accommodate 
delivery vehicles. 


Patricia Mulcahy and 
Amos Yogev offered the 
DeKalb Avenue cafe for sale 
on Craigslist with an asking 
price of $ 189,000 — but the 
buyer must preserve its cozy 
art shows, open mic nights 
and organic brews. 

“We’re trying to find a 
situation that will continue 
the spirit of the place,” said 
Mulcahy, who opened the 
cafe at the corner of Van- 
derbilt Avenue in less-trendy 
1997. “There’s a lot of poten- 
tial, but we don’t have the re- 
sources to move forward.” 

The online ad describes 
Tillie’s as a “profitable busi- 
ness . . . that successfully op- 
erates with minimal supervi- 
sion.” The sale will include 
outdoor seating and a base- 
ment with sinks and cater- 
ing equipment. 

Mulcahy, a former edi- 
tor at Doubleday, dreamed 
up the venue after realizing 
that the neighborhood had a 
plethora of Pratt students and 
creatives — and no place for 
them to hang out. 

Tillie’s quickly became 
their centrally located liv- 
ing room, with its scattered 
cafe tables, walls lined with 
local art, and a mini fridge for 
the creamer and milk. There’s 
no clock, but there’s a vin- 
tage portrait of Tillie As- 
ms, who owned the build- 
ing housing a Laundromat 
and antiques shop that pro- 
ceeded the cafe. 

Mulcahy discovered the 
available storefront when she 
bought a couple of old chairs 
from Asnis, who told her that 
she would soon have to rent 
the space because the owner 
of the antiques store had j ust 


been murdered. 

To purify the crime scene, 
Caribbean contractors held 
an exorcism with rum and 
chicken feathers. 

“There’s all kinds of sto- 
ries with Tillie’s,” Mulcahy 
said. “It has a history and a 
real place in the neighbor- 
hood, and not that many 
places do.” 

But the story of Tillie’s is 
also the story of Brooklyn it- 
self: Ordinary people are of- 
ten priced out of their own 
neighborhoods. Mulcahy her- 
self moved out of Fort Greene 
a few years ago for a more 
affordable place. 

Customers worried that 


the scrappy cafe would fall 
to the neighborhood’s rapid 
gentrification. 

“It would be sad to see 
Tillie’s turn into something 
else,” said Rich Lebenson, 
a painter who’s stopped into 
Tillie’s nearly every day for 
the past five years. “It’s very 
casual and free form. There’s 
no other place like it around 
here.”

Big company wants to squeeze into MS 447

The city is gearing up to 
give away more than one third 
of a top-notch Boerum Hill 
middle school to a politically 
connected charter school com- 
pany — and parents say it will 
stretch facilities thin and un- 
dermine a rare program for 
autistic students. 

Eva Moskowitz — a for- 
mer Councilwoman who runs 
the multi-million dollar not- 
for-profit, Success Charter 
Network — announced last 
week she wants to open a kin- 
dergarten-through-eighth 
grade school in Brown- 
stone Brooklyn next fall, 
saying the “need for more 
better schools” and “under- 
utilized buildings” in the area 
makes it a perfect fit. 

But only two buildings 
in the neighborhood have 
enough space to accommo- 
date the 800-student public 
charter school, according to 
the Department of Education: 
The School for International 
Studies on Baltic and Court 
streets or the MS 447 build- 
ing on Dean Street and Third 
Avenue. 

Parents at MS 447 are push- 
ing back, sayingthatthe 1,200- 
odd students currently at the 
building — which houses the 
High School of the Arts and the 
so-called NEST Program for 
autistic kids — already attend 
30-student classes and com- 
pete for gym, auditorium and 
cafeteria space. 

“This is an A-listed school 


and we want to keep it that 
way,” said Michelle Ifill-Wil- 
liams, the co-president of the 
Parent Teacher Association, 
explaining that students eat 
lunch in rotating cafeteria 
shifts that begin at 10:10 am. 
“How can we possibly be suc- 
cessful when we’re already this 
tight for space?” 

Parents also point out 
that autistic students in the 
small-but-respected sixth- 
through-eighth-grade pro- 
gram may suffer: They’re 
now integrated into regu- 
lar, but smaller, classroom 
settings with about 20-stu- 
dents — which could grow if 
another school moves in. 

“It will jeopardize the pro- 
gram’s success,” said Ifill- 
Williams. 


The city says that the MS 
447 building has 654 “seats” 
and the nearby School for In- 
ternational studies has about 
690 seats. 

A Department of Educa- 
tion spokesman said the city 
is “interested” in MS 447 for 
the new Success Charter Net- 
work school, but a decision 
has not been made. 

Moskowitz’s charter 
schools, which she describes 
as “a public school indepen- 
dent of the bureaucracy,” are 
run by an independent board, 
which allows for a more flex- 
ible structure and curriculum 
than district schools. 

The one that Moskow- 
itz hopes to open would 
start next fall with 190 kin- 
dergarten and first graders 


and would grow by one grade 
each year until it’s a full K-8 
school. Students will be cho- 
sen using a lottery system 
and are not required to take 
a test to get accepted. 

It’s not the first time MS 
447 — which is located in Dis- 
trict 15 and is sometimes called 
the “Math and Science Explor- 
atory School” — has engaged 
in a battle for space. In 2007, 
_ thecityhousedthesmaller-but- 
| more-controversial Khalil Oi- 
ls bran International Academy in 
“ the building. That experiment 
o lasted only one year. 

| The city has not yet ana- 
lyzed the physical space at 
the facilities that Moskow- 
itz is eyeing, but the former 
Councilwoman — whose 
non-profit company pays her 
$250,000 annually — is al- 
ready jockeying in hopes of 
rallying support. 

“At first there are a lot 
of fears, so it’s important to 
meet and talk with people 
about it,” said Moskowitz. 
“A lot of rumors fly.” 

To dispel such rumors and 
fears, Moskowitz’s company 
hired a high-profile PR firm to 
bang out a press release claim- 
ing that l,500Cobble Hill res- 
idents signed a petition to sup- 
port a charter school in the 
neighborhood. Her company 
also spent $ 16,000 on a high- 
powered lobbyist. 

Moskowitz added that 
she’s eyeing MS 447 because 
of the available seats. 

“We don’t go into schools 
that are crunched for space,” 
she said.

properly. Here’s how: 

1 . Scope it out: If some- 
one is choking, you may 
notice symptoms such as 
gagging, panic, the victim 
clutching his throat, inability 
to talk, a blue hue around his 
lips, eyes or fingernail beds, 
the result of lack of oxygen. 
If the victim is coughing, en- 
courage him to cough; it’s 
the best way to remove the 
object. If he is not coughing, 
that means his airway is com- 
pletely blocked — and that it’s 
time for the Heimlich. 

2. Get situated: Stand 
up, position yourselfbehind the 
victim, then wrap your arms 
around him. Ball one hand 
into a fist and tuck it into the 
other, just above the victim’s 


belly button, but below his rib 
cage. If you feel the victim’s 
ribs, that means your fists are 
too high. 

3. Do the thrust: Push 
your fists in and pull up at the 
same time — using enough 
force to lift the person off 
the ground slightly. Do not 
squeeze the victim’s rib cage 
— instead, limit your force 
to your fists. 

4. Don't stop: Thrust re- 
peatedly until the object comes 
out — orthe person becomes 
unconscious. If this occurs, flip 
the victim over onto his back 
and sit astride across his hips. 
Cross your hands, one over the 
other, place them on the vic- 
tim’s torso — again, above his 
belly button and below his rib 
cage — and repeat the thrust- 
ing motion.

Competitive home cooks will test their Midwest- 
ern mettle at the annual Casserole Crazy cook-off

for generations. 

Missourian Emily Far- 
ris launched the bake-off 
at the Brooklyn Kitchen 
seven years ago, and the 
competition is now so 
serious that every home 
cook from Greenpoint 
to Gravesend is a battle- 
hardened veteran. 

So bring your A game 
— and, at the very least, add some salt! 

“Fifty percent of winning is proper season- 
ing,” said cookoff king Nick Suarez, whose 
duck casserole won first prize in 2009. “Season 
at every stage of the cooking process and ask 
yourself if your dish is balanced with enough 
salt, sweetness, acidity, and oil.” 

Experts also advises home cooks to use a 
cast-iron Dutch oven, which keeps the dish 
warmer longer.

War isn’t hell 

Church hosts a Civil War re-enactment

W ar has never been this civil. 

On Saturday, Oct. 29, two 
battalions of Civil War re- 
enactors will don historical military 
threads, cock their (mock) rifles, turn 
back the clock to 1861 and prepare for 
battle — and by “prepare for battle,” 
we mean prepare to deliver educational 
lectures — on the front lawn of Ply m- 
outh Church in Brooklyn Heights, to 
commemorate the 150th anniversary 
of the first days of the Civil War at 
one of the most important sites of the 
Underground Railroad. 

The all-day throwback will feature 
period costumes; historical talks and 
discussions; walking tours ofPlymouth 
Church, where these battalions — the 
Brooklyn 14th and the Long IslandFirst

— were trained in the early 1860s; and 
anexhibitionof 19th-century artifacts in- 
cluding an original copy of ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” by Harriet Beecher Stowe, sister 
of Plymouth’s influential anti-slavery 
preacher Henry Ward Beecher. 

“This church wasapartofthe under- 
groundrailroad, and Beecher was so in- 
strumental,” said Lois Rosebrooks, the 
director of the church’s history ministry 
services. “These regiments were part of 
all the major battles — the re-enactors 
will be telling stories of what happened 
to these units during the war.” 

Plymouth Church has staged re- 
enactments of this nature in the past, 
but because of this year’s place in his- 
tory — it’s the war’s sesquicentennial, 
after all — organizers are expecting 
even more enthusiasm from the re- 
enactors — even though the Brook- 
lyn 13th can’t make it this year. 

And if you’re squeamish, or a pac- 
ifist, or aren't into the whole blood 
and guts bit, don’t worry: there won’t 
be any actual re-enactments. 

“Oh no, there’s no battle !” Rose- 
brooks added, mildly horrified. “But 
there will be lectures, and story- 
telling.”

Roast beast! 

Artisan crafts a sandwich fit for Kings 


I knew I’d be writing this week’s 
column about the roast beef 
sandwich at Artisan Food Val- 
ley in Bay Ridge from the mo- 
ment I saw it. 

The check, not the sand- 
wich. 

That’s because at $ 10.50, the 
only way I could afford this 
sandwich is if someone else — 
namely this newspaper — is pay- 
ing for it. 

But my first bite of the hefty 
sandwich convinced me that I’d be 
writing about it on the merits : as 
I dug into the fresh-cut roast beef. 



the marinated roasted red pep- 
pers and the huge pillowy slices 
of fresh mozzarella and home- 
made balsamic vinegar reduc- 
tion, I knew I was dealing with 
a sandwich that would make Cliff 
Huxtable proud. 

This sandwich is almost too 
large to fit in your mouth and re- 
quires care and attention to keep 


its constituent parts from spilling 
out of its fresh, not-too-crunchy 
baguette and onto your pants. 

It’s the kind of sandwich you jus- 
tify by saying you’ll eat half for din- 
ner and save the rest for lunch the 
next day — but then you end up fin- 
ishing it on the R train three stops 
from your apartment (as I did. ) 

It is a sandwich fit for kings 
(the county, too). 

How does one build a sand- 
wich of this caliber? 

From scratch, of course. 

“Our roast beef is homemade, 
the mozzarella is home-pulled e v-

ery morning,” said owner Danny 
Accardo of the deli, formerly Pi- 
azza Mercato. “We only roast 
four red peppers at a time every 
four hours.” 

Suddenly $10.50 isn’t so out- 
rageous. The crown jewel of the 
sandwich is the mozzarella, which 
is soft and delicious, and perfectly 
balances the f lavorful roast beef 
mixed with the garlicky red pep- 
pers. And the bread — delivered 
fresh daily from Royal Crown 
Bakery in Bensonhurst — is the 
perfect vessel for this Brobding- 
nagian blowout. 

If you have the scratch, you 
need to try this sandwich. Just 
make sure you have napkins — 
and a short subway ride.

How to eat Australian 

New eatery gives Asian food a Down Under appeal

T he Sunburnt Calf BK — a new 
down-under eatery in the heart 
of Prospect Heights — wants 
to teach you how to really speak 
Australian. 

So don’t expect vegemite, fish 
and chips, or shrimp on the bar- 
bie. 

Those recognizably Aussie items 
are offered at the Calf’s Manhattan 
predecessors — The Sunburnt Cow 
in the East Village, Bondi Road on 
the Lower East Side, and the orig- 
inal Sunburnt Calf on the Upper 
West Side — but the sweet and spicy 
menu at the Brooklyn version has 
a decidedly Asian flair. 

“My restaurants all represent 
what I grew up eating in Australia, 
which is partly meat pies and fried 
seafood, sure, but largely Southeast 
Asian cuisine,” said owner Heathe 
St. Clair. 

“The truth is, Australian food 
doesn’t really exist,” he added. “It’s 
a jumble of influences from all 
of the countries that surround it; 
flavors brought in by great chefs 
passing through.” 

At Sunburnt Calf BK, that flavor 
comes Christopher Faulkner — for- 
merly of Town and the River Room 
in Manhattan — and chef Jimmy 
Tu of Montrachet and 1 1 Madison 
Park. 

“My parents were born in Viet- 
nam, so I was raised on Thai, Viet- 
namese, Chinese, and Malaysian 
food,” said Tu. “After so many years 


of working in French restaurants, 
it’s great to be here, collaborating 
with Heathe on the flavors we both 
grew up with and love.” 

The menu reads as a greatest 
hits list of Southeast Asian clas- 


sics — Chinese leaning- steamed 
buns with braised pork belly and 
radish ($8), Indian-inspired lamb 
massaman curry with jasmine rice 
($13), and a turmeric beer-battered 
barramundi with dill and vermicelli 



noodles ($14). 

The drinks program was de- 
signed by mix master Greg Seider 
to be refreshing (Thai Basil Lem- 
onade), innovative (Zu Moscow 
Mule with lychee puree and gin- 
ger beer) or just hit-the-spot per- 
fect (Kaffir Lime Gimlet). 

St. Clair is bursting with addi- 
tional ideas for when the restaurant 
really gets into its groove — like 
adding a “wrap and roll” section to 
the menu — DIY sandwiches of Ba- 
linese spiced chicken, smoked tea 
duck or curry short rib, plus pickled 
vegetables, salads and sauces, folded 
into roti bread or lettuce cups — as 
well as a “tick system,” inspired by 
| the yum cha halls of Sydney, 
g “It’s actually a big Sunday tra- 
F dition for Australians, going to the 

0 yum cha, ticking what you want 

1 off of the menu and handing it to 
the server,” St. Clair said, using the 
Australian term for dim sum. 

“My first time, I was 15 — just 
this kid from Alice Springs, eat- 
ing chicken feet, eating all of these 
wildly exotic things I had never 
tasted, never thought of, never even 
knew existed before,” he added. 

“It just blew my mind. And it 
started my love affair with this 
whole cuisine.”

be furious. The child of the 
informer might be affected, 
too. Word would get around, 
the kids would stay away from 
that home and those worthy, 
dutiful guardians. Perhaps 
that girl or boy wouldn't be 
invited to parties, not in re- 
taliation, but as a way to pro- 
tect all the other teenagers 
who want to drink or smoke 
or do whatever. 

I’ve only done it once — 
told another parent that I saw 
his offspring doing some- 
thing at a very late hour on 
a weekend night. But I’ve 
known that parent for years 
and we had talked about this 
very issue and sworn that, 
yes, we really could report on 
each other’s children. 

There was another time 
I wish I’d had the balls to 
tell a parent that I saw her 
child smoking. This was a 
close friend, a parents who 
I knew would want to know. 
The first time I witnessed 
the act, I didn’t know what 
to do. The second time, a 
week later, that kid knew I 
was watching and didn’t try 
to hide that cancer stick, not 
even a little. So I figured if 
it didn’t matter that I knew 
— the parents must already 


know. As you can see, I ra- 
tionalized myself out of that 
situation. 

My closest parent-friends 
I would tell, one way or an- 
other, if I found something 
important out about their 
son or daughter. I would 
trust them to handle the in- 
formation and the situation, 
and the responsibilities of 
our friendship require this 
of me no matter the conse- 
quences. 

Then there’s everyone else. 
If you put all the parents of 
my daughters’ classmates in 
a room, together we proba- 


bly know a lot of things about 
each other’s kids. Things like 
who’s been seen buying con- 
doms at Rite Aid, who’s older 
sibling is back from college 
with fake ID’s, whose par- 
ents are out of town and is 
hosting a party. 

But we don’t do this, we 
don’t set up tattle networks 
with Twitter or Facebook, 
we don’t patrol our neigh- 
borhoods under the pretense 
of walking the dog, sending 
out texts of what we see. One 
reason is that we couldn’t live 
together, see each other at 
school events, allow our chil- 


dren into each others’ homes 
if we were always ratting 
on the kids. Too much in- 
formation would, paradox- 
ically, destroy our trust in 
each other. 

Other parents protect my 
children, and one way is using 
their judgement about what 
I need to know and what 
maybe isn’t important enough 
to risk the ensuing damage 
for. There are things we must 
know about our children and, 
thank goodness, we usually 
find out. All that other muck 
gets kept at bay, and that’s 
probably a good thing.

bananas. I have spent most 
of my time relaxing on the 
bed or rocking chair, talk- 
ing to gallery visitors and 
press. Tomorrow, I am go- 
ing to take a shower in the 
space and do some pre-la- 
bor exercises. 

AS: A shower? Yowza! 

M K: It’s standard shower 
stall, which we installed to fit 
in the gallery. The shower cur- 
tain is filled with photos from 
mybabyshowerperformances, 
as are the towels. I don’t have 
much privacy in the gallery, 
but the idea is that I am going 
through this process while en- 
gaging with the public. 

AS: How was your first 
week? 


MK: My most enjoyable 
times this week have been 
spent with the people who 
have come out to see the ex- 
hibition and spend some time 
getting to know me and dis- 
cussing the issues surround- 
ing my project. I have met a 
lot of very interesting, sin- 
cere people, andhave enjoyed 
making new friends. 

AS: What “issues sur- 
rounding your project”? 

M K: My project raises is- 
sues involving a fundamen- 
tal fear of female sexuality 
and sexual power, which is 
reflected in how our society 
deals with birth. For some rea- 
son, birth is treated like a med- 
ical emergency to be feared, 
rather than a natural, beautiful 


moment in a woman’s life to be 
embraced and revered. Birth 
is women’s greatest power, yet 
it is commonly treated like a 
painful embarrassment to be 
hidden. People find it “shock- 
ing” that I would choose to 
give birth in public. I find it 
“shocking” that giving birth, 
a completely natural, life-cre- 
ating act, that has been done 
by women since the dawn of 
time is provoking these kinds 
of reactions. 

AS: The exhibit features 
two giant trophies and the 
box of Texas soil. What is 
up with that? 

MK: There are two tro- 
phies, one dedicated to Baby 
X for being being born, the 
other for me for giving birth, 
obviously to be bestowed 
upon us after the birth. The 
soil is a Texas tradition as 
my husband, Jason, is from 


Texas. If you are a Texan, 
and your baby is born out- 
side of Texas, you are sup- 
posed to dip the child’s feet 
in Texas soil after he or she 
is born. 

AS: What did people say 
or do? 

MK: People came and 
were clearly very moved by 
the installation. When they 
saw they space, they knew 
that I was serious in creat- 
ing a sacred space to give 
birth in. The weirdest story 
was a couple that met for the 
first time in the space on an 
Internet date. They seemed 
to hit it off pretty well, and 


even asked to use the birth 
pool, but we had to say, “No.” 
Hee, hee. 

AS: Did anyone bring 
anything? 

MK: One woman brought 
me cookies, and another 
brought me flowers. Some- 
one even left a little white 
angel.

service on June 13, provid- 
ing fast transportation from 
Brooklyn to Midtown and 
Lower Manhattan for $4 a 
ride. 

Ridership was steady 
through the summer. From 
June 25 to Oct. 9, 2,862 com- 
muters took the ferry on an 
average weekday, and nearly 
double that number, 4,474 rid- 
ers, rode during the average 
weekend day, according to 
city figures. 

The company’s weekend 
ridership figures were six 
times higher than the city pro- 
jected while average week- 
day ridership was about twice 


as high as expected for the 
summer months. 

Ferry executives chalked 
up its popularity on weekends 
to “clear skies throughout the 
fall” and subway construction 
on some weekends. 

“The L-train has a ten- 
dency to take itself out of ser- 
vice, and when the L train 
was down, we became not 
just a better option but an 
only option,” said New York 
Waterway spokesman Paul 
Samulski. 

But city officials say that 
the true test will be if it can 
weather the winter months, 
when boat ridership typi- 
cally drops.

gaged in parks improvement 
projects citywide. 

Instead, parks advocates 
marched from the N. Ninth 
Street soccer fields — the 
first and only working rec- 
reational field at Bushwick 
Inlet — up Kent Avenue to 
Quay Street, the site of a long- 
delayed museum. 

The properties in those 
waterfront blocks have been 
zoned as parkland since 2005, 
when the city promised to 
build a state-of-the-art park 
as part of a large rezoning 
that opened up much of the 
industrial riverbank to res- 
idential development. 

The city has purchased 
several lots around the in- 
let in the past six years — 
but two-thirds of the land 
remains privately owned be- 
cause the city doesn’t have 
money to buy it. 

Public officials allege that 
the Bloomberg administra- 
tion has not put forward any 
effort to acquire the proper- 
ties since then. 

“They haven’t said any- 
thing since nor have they tried 
to conduct negotiations . . . 
to try to purchase the last 
piece of the pie,” said As- 
semblyman Joe Lentol (D- 
Williamsburg). “The mayor 
and the Parks commissioner 
can’t brag about their legacy 
of building parks when they 
haven’t fulfilled their com- 
mitment to build parks in our 
area five years ago.” 


Parks officials declined to 
comment about the “Where’s 
Our Park” demonstration. 


“The boats are at capac- 
ity only on summer week- 
ends and there is still room 
for people to commute on 
it,” said Jennifer Friedberg, 
a spokeswoman for the Eco- 
nomic Development Corpo- 
ration. 

The ferry’s schedule is set 
to change on Nov. 1, when 
half-hour waits on weekends 
will be pushed to hourly waits 
and the Governors Island line 
will be curtailed. 

Peak hour frequency — 
between 7 am and 9:30 am 
and between 4:30 pm and 7 
pm — will remain 20 min- 
utes between vessels. 

But waterfront commuters 
say they will be committed to 
taking the ferry even when 
the temperature drops. 

“It has changed my life 
in a totally positive way — 
it’s reliable, fast and perfectly 
lovely,” said Williamsburg 
resident Susan Fensten. 

A previous attempt to 
launch a ferry service got 
trapped on the rocks of fickle 
customers and insufficient 
city subsidies.

els. Since the mid-1980s, the 
chasm has widened by 20 per- 
cent, more than in most de- 
veloped countries. 

The richest one percent of 
Americans now take home 
almost 24 percent of the na- 
tion’s income, up from almost 
nine percent in 1976. 

Many economists believe 
that growing income inequal- 


ity prolongs recessions and 
makes recoveries much shal- 
lower — creating a cycle of 
economic downturn. 

Markowitz is one of the 
highest-profile politicians 
to embrace the message — 
despite the fact that it has 
been criticized by media 
commentators as purpose- 
less and mocked by the right 
wing as naive. 


“I’m hoping that it will raise 
the consciousness of those who 
are scared away, particularly 
the working class, the union 
members, and all the work- 
ing people that are supporting 
the Tea party,” he said. 

Markowitz’s presence was 
a good sign, said one of the 
organizers. 

“It’s a sign that the move- 
ment’s gaining steam and 
that it’s not going to be ig- 
nored,” said Brian Merchant. 
“It shows that Occupy Brook- 
lyn is something that politi- 


cians don’t want to ignore 
any more.” 

The NYPD certainly did 
not ignore the rally, though 
given the large number of of- 
ficers on hand, it is likely that 
the police expected more peo- 
ple or anticipated violence. 

Or maybe the NYPD was 
sending a message of its own, 
some protesters said. 

“They sent out an exces- 
sive police force for a nonvi- 
olent protest,” said Michael 
Sternfeld, an organizer. “It’s 
for intimidation.”

Police admitted that they 
talked to the woman this week 
but they haven’t brought her 
in for any lineups. 

“There’s no evidence that 
her case is linked,” a source 
said.

She 
screamed, and he fled — a 
pattern that resembles many 
of the prior attacks. 

Four days later, cops say 
that they saw Flecha at 2:30 
am on Greenwood Avenue 
near E. Fourth Street in 
Windsor Terrace and again 
45 minutes later, loitering 
near a line of parked cars. 
When they got out of their 
squad car, they found him 
with his pants unzipped, 
watching porn on his cell- 
phone, cops said, adding that 
Flecha also had pot in his 
possession. 

Flecha had been arrested 
in connection with one of six 
heretofore unknown subway 
attacks — all in the Seventh 
Avenue station near Ninth 
Street from March to July — 
that detectives added to the 
fiend or fiends’ spree. 

With the dismissal of 
charges against Flecha, no 
one has been arrested in those 
attacks. 

“I was skeptical from the 
beginning,” said Aaron Bras- 
hear of the Concerned Citi- 
zens of Greenwood Heights. 
“It seemed too good to be 
true. The reality is, if you 
were attacked back in May, 
how could you [remember] ? 
I applaud the victim for re- 
alizing her mistake.” 

So do Flecha’s co-workers 
in Manhattan, who never be- 
lieved he was guilty of grop- 
ing women. 

“I am 100 percent sure 
that’s he’s innocent,” said 
one worker, who did not 
give his name. 

A former roommate also 
defended his pal. 

“It’s really annoying that 
this is being brought against 
him,” said Raffie Bagrevan- 
dian. “He was a really nice guy 
and he worked very hard.” 


and camera-toting amblers 
stop to snap photos. Some- 
times they don’t recognize his 
authority and ask him for di- 
rections or to take their pic- 
ture. 

“Every day we have to tell 
people to stay in their lanes,” 
he said. “They get an attitude, 
but it’s for their safety!” 
The watchdogs often get 
in the way, too. The path is 
narrow, especially in some 
areas where construction has 
reduced the width by more 
than a foot.
